standard of life-at which good _ citi- 
zens must aim. Each must find his 
star within the recesses of his own 
being, for it is the exact strength of 
the democratic practice_of government 
that it sets no bounds to upward 
movement, it lays down no code of 
morals, it guarantees freedom to 
each, though it says, sternly, to the 
wreckers, ‘Transgress, and you will 
be. punished.’”

There is'an Indian legend of a 
‘race of people who dwelt nyo, tie 
(Canadian Prairies .before the Red 
Men came, but why they vanished or 
who they were no man knows, Van- 
ish they did and their place was tak- 
jen by wandoring tribes of Indians 
iwho hunted and fished, bullt their 
\wigwams and their camp-fires, told 
their wild legends and smoked their 
peace-pipes for many a generation 
‘before the foot of the white men ever 
Visited the plains that were their 
heritage. . 

The first discoverer of Manitoba 
was the il!-fated Henry Hudson, ex- 
actly 310 years ago, Others followed 
in his ateps. Presently came the ad- 
wenturer, de Grosseillier, who after 
‘spying out the land, went back to 
,Hngland, where, with Radisson, his 
companion, and under the auspices of 
Prince Rupert, he obtained large 
‘grants of land from Charles II. and 
formed that Hudson's Bay Company 
which was destined to play so greata 
part in the future history of Canada. 
During the one hundred odd years 
that intervened between that time 
and 1912,.the story of the Hudson's 
Bay Company is the story of Mani- 
toba. The years are filled with its 

. treaties, with the Indians, its feuds 
with rival companies and its usurpa- 
on of all the trade of the vast coun- 
‘fry over which it ruled, for the most 
part, beneficently. Of its rivals the 
most important was the North-West 
Fur Company. Bitter was the con- 
test between these two. companies 
and many a skirmish was fought be- 
tween bands of their adherents, until 
about. 1817 the two companies were 
united and-peace followed. 

Early in/1812, however, Lord Sel- 
kirk, gfter buying a controlling intor- 
est in the stock of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, obtained from it a grant in

Lakes Winnipeg and Winnipegosis. 
This land he proceeded to colonize 
with settlens from the Scottish High- 
lands, The Colony grew and flourish- 
ed. About 1830 the population of 
Red River was 1,500. In 1835 the 
Council of Assiniboia tras organized 
to govern the colony and Fort Garry 
(now Winnipeg) was built. 

From this time on the history of 
Manitoba is one of growing prosper- 
ity, broken only by the Riel rebet- 
Hons of 1869 and 1885. To Sir kd- 
mund Head, Governor-General of 
Canada in 1861, is due the fact that 
Manitoba was confederated into the 
Dominion: In 1869 the Hudson's Bay 
Company, of which he was a_ direc- 
tor, transferred back to England, in 
consideration of a sum of £300,000, 
the lands which it had received from 
her some two hundred years before. 
England transferred tho territories 
and the debt of $15,000,000 to the 
young Dominion of Canada and on 
June 17th., 1870, Manitoba became a 
Province: of that Dominion, taking 
het place among her sisters under 
the Lieutenant» Governorship ot 
Adams G. Archibald. In 1871 she 
elected her finst Premier, Hon. H. J. 
Clarke, - 

Manitoba has always been a 


great cattle raising province. But 
besides this she possesses many 
other sources of wealth. In the 


valuable area now known~as North- 
ern Manitoba she has mineral de- 
posits of great value, water powers 
to develop immense power, fisher!es 
capable of yielding large returns, fur 
bearing animals innumerable and 
much good land available for. the 
hardier crops.

FRUIT RING 


Canadian and. British Officials are 


Lining Up for Battle in England. 


4 

London; October 28.—Canadian and 
‘British officials are lining up _ for 
a battle with the so-called fruit trusts 
in England which maintains exorbi- 
tant prices on small fruits by pre- 
Venting the importation on a large 
scale of Canadian fruit, though a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth is rotting on the 
trees and ground there, because there 
is no market. 

William Doherty, of Toronto, min- 
ister of agriculture for the province 
of Ontario, arrived today to take 
charge of the Canadian end of the 
campaign. He has strong backing 
here. “There is no telling yet how 
d‘fficult the fight will be,” he said, 
“but by co-operating with the British 
officials, we are determined the fruit 
ring will be crushed. If it can con- 
tinue to gouge the English people 
with the price of fruits and keep 
our fruits from the market when we 
can sell to England at a price .the 
poorest can afford, the government 
had better go out of business. Now 
only the rich England can afford to 
buy fruit, but Canada fruit is rotting 
unpicked because there is no market. 
There is no reason why Canadian per- 
ishable fruits and dairy products, 
such as butter, shouldn't be shipped 
South African peaches

GROWTH OF THE 
GRAIN ELEVATOR 


® 

The grain elevator system has 
grown enormously in Canada and de- 
veloped rapidly in the last few years. 
This growth and development have 
so far been mainly confined to the 
Prairie Provinces of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, but the sys- 
tem {s attracting more and more at- 
tention in the other provinces, par- 
ticularly in Ontario, where several 
wheat growing and shipping centres, 
notably Toronto, ar: agitating for 
the erection of elevators. Nor is it 
only in numbers that the systemhas 
extended, but the increase in size 
has been such that ‘some of the 
structures can fairly be termed mam- 
moth, such, for instance, as those at 
the head of the lakes. There are, ac- 
cording to the Hon. George Langley, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs for Sas- 
katchewan, not fewer than 36,00 (thir- 
ty-six hundred) elevatorsinthe three 
provinces referred to, from 40 to 60 
feet high and capable of storing from 
20,000 to 30,00 bushels apiece on the 
average, a few reaching to twice the 
greatest enumerated capacity. In 
other words upwards of 110,000,000 
bushels of wheat can thus be stored 
at the one time. These facts and 
figures are taken from an interesting 
article by Mr. Langley in the Sep- 
tember number of the Agricultural 
Gazette of Canada. By the terms of 
the Canada Grain Act, the owners of 
the elevators, mostly private indi- 
viduals or incorporated companies, 
are compelled to accept all prain 
offered by farmers, unless wet or un- 
storable with safety, hence the gener- 
al and common use of the sytem. The 
elevators are all licensed by, and are 
unde: the supervision of the Board of

Non-Alcoholic Wine.—Dealcoholis- 
ed wine” is a new product of the 
Italian wine industry. This beverage 
is quite different from unfermented 
grape juice. It is made from ordin- 
ary wine, and contains all the com- 
ponents of the latter except alcohol, 
including the ethers and #ldehydes to 
which its pleasant taste and stimu- 
lating properties are due. It also 
contains the same acids, and espec- 
fally tannic acid, which has been 
found to exercise a protective action 
against the germs of cholera and 
typhus. The operation of depriving 
wine of its alcohol with out any other 
alteration is accomplished by means 
of fractional distillation under rela- 
tively low pressure. 


Wood For Pavements.—It is well 
known that many woods have been 
tried for pavements in the United 
Jarrah was introduced, 
wearing 
and 
edges, and producing a very rutty 
pavement. Red gum from the United 
States likewise gave poor service. The 
use of oak was discontinued some 
‘twelve years ago on the ground of 
expense. Pitch-pine from the United 
States was also tried, but it did not 
wear evenly and produced a rough 
pavement. Canadian white spruce 
was laid on the north side of Trafal- 
gar-Square in London twelve years 
ago with an eight-pound treatment of 
creosote per cubic foot and is still in 
excellent condition. The wood-block 
pavement now generally laid down in 
Great Britain is Swedish and Russian 
redwood. 


Insect Life.—In,a report to the 
Smithsonian Institution, of Washing: 
ton, Mr. James Buckland says few 
persons realise how enormous is the 
nufaber of insect species or how 
amazing is their power of muntiplica- 
tion. The number of insect species is 
greater by far than that of the 
species of all other living creatures 
combined. Although more than three 
hundred thousand have been describ- 
ed, probably twice that number re- 
main to be examined. Virtually all 
living animals, as well as most plants, 
supply food for these incomputable 
hordes. The fecundity of certain in- 
sect forms is astounding. Professor 
Riley once computed that the prog- 
eny of the hop aphis, which sees thir- 
teen generations born to it in a 
single year, would, if unchecked to 
the end of the twelfth generation, 
multiply to the inconceivable number 
of ten sextillions of individuals. 


Scandinavian Drift on the English 
Coast.—An interesting record of one 
of the earliest, if not the earliest, ice 
invasions of the east coast of Eng- 
land has been .discovered by Mr. 
Taylor Trechmann at Warren House 
Gill, on the Durham Coast, and he 
reports the result of his investiga- 
tions in the “Quarterly Journal of the 
Geological Society.” The drift con- 
sists of a bed of shelly clay, which 
has been preserved in a_ pre-glacial 
hollow of the Magnesian Limestone, 
near the centre of which is a fissure 
eighty or ninety feet wide and of un- 
certain depth. The material is a dark 
tenacious clay, containing shells of 
unmistakable Arctic affinities. It 
also contains numerous _ boulders, 
some of which are firmly calcreted— 
cemented by deposited calcium car- 
honate—inito the subjacent Magnesian | 
Limestone. Up to the present none 
of the ordinary erratics from the north 
of England or Scotland, which occur 
abundantly in the overlying Cheviot 
Drift, have been found in this shelly 
clay. Its boulders are probably all 
Scandinavian in origin, although fur-

_By Rev. GD. ‘Armstrong 


Is it nothing to you all ye that 
pass by?—Lam. 11:12, 


‘Our text is taken from one of the 
most mournful portions of: the Bible, 
the B8ok of Lamentations. 

These dirges express very vividly 
the sorrow and despair of Jerusalem 
following the captivity. --When the 
city lay waste and desolate, it was 
hard for Jewish patriots to discover 
very much in the events of history to 
cheer their hearts or inspire their 
faith. A spirit of pessimism settled: 
down upon them, and in the pessim- 
ism of selfishness they felt that no 
land had suffered as their own; that 
there was no sorrow like unto their 
own. The fighting ‘spirit had passed 
from them and in gloomy despond- 
ency they lamented the indifference 


of mankind over their fallen condi- 
tion. No sorrow {s so leaden as that 
induced by stolid indifference. Men 
can fight, but who can bear to be 
neglected? 

There is very little religious faith 
expressed in our text. It is the ex- 
pression of doubt—a doubt that has 
been caused by abnormal conditions. 

Does it voice the spirit of the 
church in these days? Have we a 
right to cry out under our present 
circumstances, “Is it nothing to you 
all ye that pass by?” : 

There are some conditions which 
would seem to justify the complaint 
of religious indifference. Without 
question we are living in an age when 
say, 
what's the use? 

Friends of the church have formed 
the morbid habit of saying, “What is 
the matter with the church?” to such 
an extent that there is a danger of 
the vitality of the institution being 
lowered by the reiterated question. 

There are some facts also which 
would tend to justify the assertion 
that as in other days, so now, men 
are “lovers of pleasure rather than 
lovers of God.” Many are adherents 
of churches who do but little to vital- 
ize Christian faith or even to sustain 
the forms of worship which belong 
peculiarly to the church. 

Some time ago, I was speaking to a 
man who is a member of a denomi- 
nation particularly noted for evan- 
gelistic fervor and revival methods. 
He told me that in his experience it 
is becoming increasingly difficult to 
get results along the lines which his 
church A a following, and there {gs lit- 
tle doubt but that his statement is 
true. The cause in his judgment was 
the impenitent heart of man, a heart 
hardened by constant refsual to hear 
the gospel message. 

Are we bound however to accept 
his view of the case? Is mankind in- 
different to religious values? Is it 
nothing to all who pass by that the 
church is putting forth its effort .to 
help and to save? 

Before accepting a judgment which 
would blight our hopes and hinder our 
zeal, let us take another look at life 
and range alongside of the facts which 
we have already noted, some other 
facts of even greater importance, 
mindful of the statement of Paul that 
“where sin abounds, grace doth much 
more abound.” 

We must not forget that ages like 
persons have an individuality of their 
own. In the constant flux of life— 
“new occasions teach new duties and 
time makes ancient good uncouth.” 

There ts also the possibility that 
we base our judgment upon _ the 
eddying tides of human interest and 
fail to recognize the constant _cur- 
rent of human progress. i 

There was much in the situation at 
Jerusalem to cause despair when the 
nation was carried into captivity, but 
history has shown that no greater 
benediction ever came to Israel] than 
that which grew out of this apparent 
failure. 

We are living on the world’s fron- 
tier in the West. Our motives in 
pioneering are very similar to that of 
Israel, as in the land of promise rhe 
hoped to enjoy a land flowing with 
milk and honey. We have been ex- 
ploiting the resources of the country, 
or in the less worthy game of “Spoil- 
ing the Egyptians.” s 

In our restlessness we have not yet 
found ourselves, nor have we appre- 
ciated the mystic uplifting influence 
of settled homes and established soc- 
ial and moral institutions. There is 
a spirit of reverence and affection, 
essential to morality which only gen- 
erations of progress can produce. We 
have not yet learned the significance 
of the phrase “take time to be holy.” 

Faith is -a plastic growing thing, 
and not in a day or a momentary ex- 
perience, but in the experience of a 
life time, the faith of our fathers be- 
comes a.conviction of our own. 

eThere are three of four general ten- 
dencies which we may note with inspir- 
ation and gratitude. At one of the 
greatest gatherings in the history of 
the church—the Lambeth Conference 
—the question of Christian unity was 
earnestly considered, and whatever 
may be the outcome of the overtures 
that are now being made, we have 
here very striking evidence that the 
Catholic spirit is growing, and each 
section of the Christian church, in- 
stead of standing aloof, feeling that 
it has a monopoly of truth, is recog- 
nizing its peculiar responsibility of 
making a contribution to the common 
cause. 

The age we are living in is wit- 
nessing also a universal and intensely 
earnest effort to master the problem 
of living together peaceably in the 
neighborhood which the world has 
now become. 

The remarkable scenes which took 
place in connection with the funeral 


C. of McSwiney, when a rebellious sec- 


tion of our empire, clothed in the 
uniform of revolt, is permitted to 
march, bearing a casket whose _in- 
scription “murdered by the foreign- 
er,” and to do all this under protec- 
tion of the very power whose author- 
ity is so openly defied, is striking 
testimony to the truth that the spirit 
of God, “Who in His patience {s con- 
tent, till man shall understand,” has 
come to pervade the councils of the 
nations. In such an atmosphere of 
toleration, the spirit of human 
brotherhood cannot fail to arrive. 
The new spirit in education which 
reverences human personality and 
seeks to devise better methods of 
bringing out the latent possibilities 
of child life, is another evidence of 
divine life in the soul of man. 
Today, as of old, we may rejoice

eousness, and as ever, on God and

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DISTRESS IN EUROPE 


British Empire Effort to Help 
Smaller Nations. 


Canadign Red Cross to Organize 
_Appeal on Behalf of Orphans— 
Call to Bo Made In Armistice 
‘Week. 


An urgent appeal for aid to com- 
\bat the widespread disease and dis- 
tress in the war-stricken areas in 
Hurope has been made by the League 
of Red Cross Societies to the nations 
which have suffered least from the 
war. In response a War Relief Fund 
has been undertaken in Great Britain 
with an Empire-wide appeal for con- 
“tributions. The Fund is under the 
immediate patronage of His Majesty 
the King and has the support of all 
parts of the Empire. : 

His Excellency, the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, having received com- 
munications from London upon this 
matter, consulted the Prime Minister, 
and with his approval referred the 
question to the Canadian. Red Cross 
Society, and it was arranged for an 
appeal to be made in Canada during 
Armistice week in November. The 
Fund will be known as ‘‘The British 
Empire War Relief Fund.” ; 

To Make Known the Need. 


The Canadian Red Cross Society 
accepted the task of making this ap- 
peal known throughout Canada only 
in view, of the relentless circum- 
stances and the humane desire to 
help to alleviate the terrible suffering 
of a large number of peoples. The 
Teasons are numerous ‘and com- 
pelling. Largg populations are suf- 
foring from distress and disease. Mil- 
Jions of innocent children are among 
them. Even in time of peace great 
numbers of their people lived close 
to the bread line. The war drained 
them of all their surplus resources. 

Through the years of strife they. 
were denied all but the barest neces- 
sities, and their condition now is 
pitiful indeed. History has repeated 
itself. The diseases which took such 


fearful toil of human life after the - 


Thirty Years’ War, the Seven Years’ 
War (1767-65), and the Napoleonic 
Wars are again widespread, and now 
there are millions of people in 
Galicia, Poland, Jugo-Slavia and Rou- 
mania who, in addition to being pov- 
erty stricken, are in the direst migery 
and despair on account of disease. 
In some twelve countries, most of 
whioh were either our Allies or 
friendly to the Allied cause, modern 
aoivilization is faced with the inevit- 
able consequences of a great war 
through parfial famine and pesti- 
lence. . : 


A Previous Epidemic. 


That the epidemic !s now one of 
alarming proportions and terrible in 
its effect may be noted from the fol- 
lowing quotation from ‘The Times”’: 

“At present the worst results of 
typhus are confined to Galicia, where 
the schoojs are closed, business {s at 
.& standstill, and civic life is crippled. 
The whole community is faced with 
starvation, whilst the absence of 
clothing and drugs makes it impos- 
Aible for the authorities to make any 
headway against the epidemic. Here 
we have a country into which the 
idea of modern sanitation has never 
penetrated; for the most part there 
fis no water supply in the smaller 
towns and villages save wells, whilst 
the work of sewerg is.done by open

Principal Reynolds, of the Ontario 
Agricultural College, ; thus delivered 
himself’ in the Agricultural Gazette 
of Canada: :

Tests 
have recently been made in Nova 
Scotia, Quebec, and Ontario. Profez- 
sor Barton, of Macdonald College says 
that it has been found from the 
standpoint -of economy, and safety 
that a cow giving 60 tbs. of milk a day 
should be milked three times. Both 


Professor Trueman, of ,the Nova 
Seotia Agricultural College, and, Pro- 
fessor Barton are agreed, however, 
that unless the udder is over distend- 
ed there is little or no advantage to 
be gained by milking three times a 
day. These authorities are quoted 
in the September number of The Ag- 
ricultural Gazette of Canada. Pro- 
fessor Wade Toole also contributed 
to a solution of the same problem by 
giving results of tests made at the 
Ontario Agricultural College. The 
tests are to be continued, and Pro- 
fessor Toole hopes to be able to give 
a more definite opinion another year 
than he does at present. In the 
meantime he shows that three high- 
class purebred cows gave more by 
thrice than by twice milking a day. 
His present conclusions, however, 
are the same as those of Professors 
Barton and Trueman.

Sir Arthur Currie, who stepped out 
pt the chief command of the Canadian 
Army to take over tho Principalship 
of McGill University, should find good 
scope for his organizing ability and 
driving force in McGill’s Whirlwind 
Campaign for $5,000,000, which has 
been arranged for the week com- 
‘mencing November 16th. This sum, 
large for a Canadian Jniversity, but 
smal] in comparison with the recent 
campaigns for Harvard, Yale, Cornell 
and Princeton, is necessary to put 
the great Canadian University finan- 
cially on its feet, and to help to re- 
coup the losses caused by its active 
participation in the war and by the 
absence of many students on war ser- 
,vice overseas; also to renew and ex- 
tend equipment, to increase profes- 
sors’ salaries; to extend the build- 
ings to meet the requirements of the 
larger number of students in attend- 
ance since the closs of the war; to 
meet the special requirements of the 
various faculties; to- erect dormi- 
tories for students, a common dining 
hall, professors’ res.dences, and a 
convocation hall. Many leading 
Montreal citizens have accepted the 
responsibility of heading and ar- 
ranging the -work of the campaign, 
which will be along lines made fami- 
Har in Canada in years past. 

McGill, from its very inception, 
nearly a hundred vears ago, was 
identified with scientific research and 
application. The Faculty of Medi- 
cine ts the oldest Faculty of the Uni- 


“versity, and the first degree con- 


ferred was the medical degree given 
to Dr. Logie, The practical trend 
a{ McGill's teaching appealed to busi- 


ness men, such as the late Sir Wil- 
liam Macdonald and Lord Strathcona, 
and no doubt influenced them in 
helping the University with substan- 
tial endowments.

LICENSES MUST 


BE SECURED BY 
ALL MERCHANTS 


Penalties Are Provided For Those 
Who Fail to Observe New 
Regulations. 


Ottawa, October 28.—Application for 
licenses as required by-the new regu- 
lations under which the luxury taxes 
will be collected are being received 
‘in great numbers by the district in- 
j land revenue Offices, and it is expect- 
ed that there will be few merchants 
without their licenses when they open 
their stores; for trading on the morn- 
ing of Nove'aber 1. On that date the 
new regulations will be in force, and 
merciants on selling any article on 
which the luxury tax is to be collect- 
ed, must attach to the wrapper suffi- 
cient stamps to cover the tax. These 
stamps must be perforated in a spec- 
‘at machine which is being supplied 


; by the department of customs and in-: 


land revenue. : 

Special stamps for the purpose 
have been forwarded to all banks and 
‘inland revenue offices, and it is ex- 
pected that the collector of customs 
in each district will have on hand 
sufficient of the perforating machines 
to supply every merchant in his dis- 
trict: No charge is made for the use 
of the perforating machine, but all 
merchants must secure a license, the 
fee of which is two dollars. 

On and after Monday, November 
1, all merchants will be required to 
carry a sufficient supply of stamps, 
and use these. for the collection -of 
luxury tax on articles sold by them. 
Penalties are provided for those who 
fail to observe the new regulations 
by trading without a Hcense and with- 
out using the luxury stamps on and 
after November 1.

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OUR HOG CRISIS 
AND ITS REMEDY 


This fall’s swift, marked drop in 
the price of coarse grains will bring 
home the wisdom of ‘a steadier pol- 


a steady policy has just brought about 
a crisis in the hog industry which’ -is 
almost tragic and may have a far- 
reaching effect on our export bacon 
trade built up through thirty years of 
careful effort. During the compara- 
tively short period when, in relation 
to, grain prices, production was in’an 
unfavorable position, farmers, espec- 
tally in the. west, by wholesale dispos- 
al, almost depleted the country of 
breeding stock, 

The tragedy of this action lies in 
two things. During the war we had 
built up a great name and a keen de- 
mand for Canadian bacon. We secur- 
ed a position overseas which would 
have been assured if supplies had 
been_kept up. Gur real danger now 
is the loss of that market due to the 
more rapid recovery of other coun- 
tries where farmers were far-sighted 
enough to get back into the hog busi- 
ness after the war in spite of high 
feeding prices. Today the Canadian 
farmer is faced with having on_ his 
hands a big crop of coarsb’ grains at 
a “con:paratively low price. It could 
be very profitably. fed to hogs. Yet 
the hogs are not in the country to be 
fed. é 

Inymedite aetion may yet save the 
situ: tion. - In every litter of hogs 
now being prepared for market there 
are two or three sows that would 
make excellent mothers. It is in 
this that the remedy may be found. 

1. Let every farmer who wishes to 
bring his hog herds back to normal 
breed some of these this fall. 

2. Let evéry farmer who depleted 
his breeding stock goto his neighbors 
and shipping stations where hogs are 
being loadeqd and pick out suitable 
sows for breeding this fall. 

If this is done promptly and widely 
losses will be rapidly replaced. 

This foresight will result-in small 
pigs next spring being restored to 
something approaching normal num- 
bess. . : 
wy thus securing and breeding sows 
this season the present great crop of 
grains may yet be turned to best ad- 
vantage. Pigs coming in the spring 
of 1921 may be fed and partly finish- 
ed on the big crop of 1920. It will 
mean the restoration of normal con- 
ditions in our hog production ‘and, 
greatest of all the gains in the long 
run, it will, by ,restoring the supply 
of meat to the export market before 
it is too late, assure the future mar- 
ket overseas for our distinctive Cana- 
dian hog products.

PROHIBITION LIQUOR

“BY DOMINION. 
UNLIKELY BEFORE JAN. 


Ottawa, October 27.—Statements 
which have appeared to the effect 


-that thé Dominion government may, 


withinj a few weeks, issue the. procla- 
mation based upon’ the results of the 
recent voting in four provinces bring: 
ing about bone-dry conditions, are not 
in accordance with the law, in the 
Opinion of federal law officers. ‘The 
situation is one which, from the legal 
Standpoint, involves the joint reading 
of the proclamations under which the 
recent votes were taken and the pro- 
visions of the Canada Temperance 
Act. The proclamations provide that 


in the event of a province voting dry,. 


the steps necessary to-make.the vote 
effective must be taken under Section 
109 of the Canada Temperance Act. 
This section distinctly states that 
the governor-in-council “may at any 
time after ‘the expiration ‘of --sixty 
days from the day on which same was 
adopted, declare that part. two of this 
section shall be in foré@” 

The words “was adopted” are in- 
terpreted here as the;date on which 
the vote was taken and not the date 
of the formal declaration of the re- 
sult. If this view eof the , matter 
Stands, it means that no proclama- 
tion could issue before late in - De- 
cember, and as it is not usually the 
practice of the government in such 
cases to abide by the strict letter of 
the law, it does not appear probable 
that the provinces will assume full 
responsibility for the liquor laws 
within their borders until the new 
year.

MEET EARLY TODAY. 
London, October 28.—Members of 
the British cabinet had been summon- 
ed to meet early this morning before 


representatives, of miners and ,the]. 


government resumed negotiations for 
a settlement. of the miners’. strike. 
The call for the session of the cabi- 
net was a result of the sudden ter- 
mination of yesterday’s conference, at 
which it was confidently expected an 
agreement with the miners would be 
reached, 


The sudden halt in the negotia- |' 


tions which dashed the hopes of op- 
‘timists yesterday caused. disappoint- 
ment proportionate to the confidence 
felt earlier in the day. ‘This hope 
has not ‘been abandoned, but. -it | is 
more cautiously ‘intdulged in, as ‘both 
sides take a very serious view of the 
difficulty still to be overcome. , 


CAUSES OF HITCH 


It is concensus of opinion that a 
hitch in the negotiations concerns 
the ratio to be maintained between 
wages and the revenues @rived from 
the coal, but the precise form of the 
new demand which seems to have 
emanated from. delegates of Welsh 
miners is stated differently in vari- 
ous quarters. In sources which are 
usually informed accurately, it is 
said that an agreenient had been 
reached if coal revenues should fall 
below a certain stipulated point, 
wages should be reduced a sixpence 
per shift. The miners assume(, 
conversely, if the revenue should rise 
they should receive a corresponding 
wage increase. It is said the govern- 
‘ment thought this had been agreed 
upon, and that it was completely as- 
tonished when the miners put for: 
ward a new demand. .- 

SABOTAGE CHARGE REVERSED 

The laborite newspaper, the Daily 
Herald, imputes to the government 
the deliberate saboting of the new 


agreement in the interests of the 
mine owners, and apparently — this 
view is held by a section of the 
miners’. leaders... Among them, ac- 


cording tO some accounts, there are 
total, even bitter differences of opin- 
ion. 

The secrecy maintained by ,both 
renders it impossible for an independ- 
ent observer to suggest whether those 
who blame the government for the 
serious situation which has suddenly 
arisen, or those who hold the miners 
responsible, are’ right. It is equally 
impossible to vouch for the accuracy 
of the various versions of the cause 
of the trouble. There are positive as- 
sertions that the chance for an agree- 
ment is so doubtful that a breakdown 
of negotiations is possible.

ADMIRAL GETS. 
GREEK REGENCY 
BY LARGE VOTE 


Minister of Marfne in Venizelos Cabi- 
net is Chosen to Play King’s Role. 


London, OctoBer 28——The Greek 
chamber of deputies has elected Ad- 
miral P. Coundouriotis as‘regent of 
Greece by a vote of 137 to 3, says a 
despatch to the London Times from 
Athens. Admiral Coundouriotis is min- 
istér of marine in the Venizelos cabi- 
net. : 


In September, 1916, Admiral Coun- 
douroitis, then commander-in-chief of 
the Greek navy, accompanied Premier 
Venizelos and his fqllowers when they 
departed from Greece to the island of 


" Crete, and set up a provisional govern- 


ment for the purpose of forcing 
Greece into the war on the side of 
Serbia and the entente allies, 


Constantinople, October  28.—Pro- 
found regret is expressed here over 
the death of the Greek King Alexan- 
der. Greek flags were displayed at 
half mast on vessels, Greek shops/ 
official buildings, and church bells 
were tolled “after the news became 
current. 


Geneva, October 28.—For the first 
time since the Greek revolution of 
1917, the Greek government, through 
its minister in Berne, officially open- 
ed negotiations with the family of 
former King Constantine when the 
minister informed Prince Paul of cer- 
tain conditions atached to his suc- 
cession to the Greek throne. The 
foremost of these conditions was for- 
mal abdication of the throne by Con- 
stantine, also by Prince George Duke 
of Sparta, which was demanded offi- 
cially today. 

Constantine, who was in Lucerne, 
continues to receive condolences on 
the death of King Alexander, includ- 
ing telegrams of sympathy from for- 
mer Emperor William and from for- 
mer Emperor Charles, of Austria.

~ WANT TAX MONEY 
PROVINCE TAKES 


Want Share of Auto License Revenue 
and Pclice Court Fines. 


For reference to the Union of Al- 
berta Municipalities at the conven- 
tion, November 9 and 10, the special 
resolutions committee of the Calgary 
council has drafted a number of 
resolutions, Among these are seyer- 
al asking the province to permit cit- 
{es and towns to collect considerable 
of the taxes paid to the government 
to be placed to their own account. 
The provincial government will be 
asked to allow these corporations 60 
per cent. of the automobile licenses 
collected; for 50 per cent. of the pol- 
{ce court fines which the government 
collects, and that the city’ be granted 
the right to collect a five per cent. 
increment tax in addition to the five 
per. cent. collected by the government 
at the present time. 

Other recommendations afe: 

That the city council petition the 
provincial government to assume full 
responsibility of financing. the hos- 
pitals in the province by placing a 
mill-rate levy against all of the 
assessable land in the province, both 
city and country, and that such hos- 
pitals be made free to all the resi- 
dents of the province; patients from 
other provinces to be accepted only 
upon such provinces undertaking to 
bear the full cost of caring for such 
patients.

Moose Jaw, Sask., Octobre 27.—It 
was no mean city that greeted the 
premier and Hon. James Calder last 
night. It was not all applause, nor 
yel was it an excess of heckling that 
was poured out liberally on the de- 
fenders of the National- Liberal and 
Conservative, party. Still, an impar- 
tial review of the evening will con- 
tain no suggestion that apathy was 
displayed by the representative audi- 
ence. There was not ths pep and 
tendency toward explosives’ that 
marked the Winnipeg gathering, 
though the personnel was more 


numerous and, equally intelligent. 
Fully five thousand foreed their way 


into the fine armories: building, many 
standing. 


IN THE ENEMY’S CAMP 


‘Around the structure were parked 
probably a _ thousand ‘automobiles, 
many of them had brought farmers 
and their families for a distance of 50 
miles, for this is the home of H. 
Maharg, president of the Saskatche- 
wan Grain Growers, and the céntre of 
agrarian influence. It is Hon. Mr. Cal- 
der’s constituency and it was surren- 
dered to him by the old Grain Grower 
leader in pursuance of the Union gov- 
ernment builders during the critical 
times of 1917, when they were carv- 
ing up the West for..the patriotic 
landslide.

Emma Goldman, the Russian Red, 
who was deported from the United 
States because of her euthusiasm for 
Bolshevism and all its works, dbdes 
not -seem to be quite happy in the 
home she depicted as flowing with 
milk and honey. She wants to come 
back to this country and the people in 
charge of her’ own country will net 
let her. They are keeping her there 
and making her work, when she an- 
ticipated having nothing to do but 
talk in the licensed manner she had 
delighted in. But there were those 
ahead of Emma who are designated 
officially to do all the talking in Rus- 
sia, and she Is laboring with her 
hands, as all are forced to do whorre 
not set apart for fighting and speech- 
making. Everybody under Bolshevist 
rule, it seems, is conscripted for 
something. None are permitted to 
remain idle. The state, which is per- 
sonified by Lenine and Trotzky, al- 
lots every person to certain tasks in 
accordance with training and capacity. 
Emma was singled out for domestic 
duties, and each of her companions 
in deportation were similarly treated. 
They are all laboring with their 
hands, whereas they subsisted on the 
fruits of agitation when they were in 
the United States. Their dream of 
affluence and idleness has proved but 
“the baseless fabric of a vision.” It 
is a pleasant thing to dream dreams, 
but fatal to apply the test of reality 
to them.—Victoria Colonist.

PREMIER HAS BUSY TIME 


The premier did not show the ef- 
fect of the strenuous day he had put 
in in Moose Jaw. He was a_ busy 
man, a civic luncheon, a drive over 
the city, three addresses to the Associ- 
ated Women's Clubs in different sec- 
tion of the city, and a talk to the stu- 
dents at the Collegiate Institute had 
kept him pretty well occupied. In 
those addresses he sounded a strong 
ie against so-called international- 
sm. 

Mr. Calder was the first speaker. 
His was a more or less intimate talk 
with his constituents, and old per- 
sonal political friends, and for awhile 
the premier dealt with the govern- 
ment record, tariff, the plans of the 
National Liberal party, and with 
some show of spirit he devoted him- 
self to replying to Mackenzie King’s 
strictures. 

When the speakers arrived, they 
were accompanied by Senator Laird 
of Regina, Senator Willoughby of 
Moose Jaw and M.P.’s from all over 
Saskatchewan. They were cheered 
while the band played. Mayor Ham- 
ilton acted as chairman, and his en- 
thusiastic eulogy of the guests of the 
evening elicited considerable cheers. 
When a little girl presented a bouquet 
to the premier there was renewed 
applause. 


FIREWORKS START 


The fireworks opened with Mr. 
Calder’s vigorous defence of his per- 
sonal course, but the heckling came 
principally over his reference to the 
tariff, by several shouts of “Well, who 
wants free trade.” This was in ex- 
planation of the hecklers’ remarks 
against a high tariff, and the speak- 
ers’ challenge that their views meant 
nothing short of absolute free trade. 
He said, “You men who talk of op- 
position to a tariff except for revenne 
are fooling yourselves, for all tarilfs 
are revenue tariffs. I fooled myself 
for a long time on that issue.” 

“Yes,” cried a voice, “and now you 
are trying to fool everybody else,” and 
there was much shouting and laugh- 
ter, in which Calder joined heartily. 
“Oh, hire a hall,” shouted several 
members of the audience at the heck- 
lers who persisted in further inter- 
ruptions. But in the same breath the 
speaker roused some genuine ap- 
plause when he said that he had been 
quoted as asserting {hat if he left 
the government and other Liberals 
left the government it would bring 
on a crisis. That he said had been 
said by him in the early session of 
parliament in 1919, following the 
signing of the armistice in the fall of 
1918. 


MOMENT IS CRITICAL 


He explained that it was a critical 
moment for the country with hun- 
dreds of thousrnds of soldiers return- 
ing and exchange falling all over the 
world, and general chaos, submerg- 
ing many nations. He thought it his 
patriotic duty to stay where he had 
been placed by the government vote 
and it was through no mean desire 
to hold office but from a_ patriotic 
instinct and he had no apologies to 
offer.
